PARIS, July 9.—Officials of the 
French war veterans’ associations 
called upon Ambassador Herrick. this 
morning and begged him not to put an 
unfriendly interpretation upon the 
“silent march” of the nation’s former 
soldiers to the statue of George Wash- 
ington on Sunday in protest against 
the terms of the Berenger-Mellon debt 
agreement. 

They remained with the Ambassador 


for_several hours and assured him of 
p the ésteem. of the voters in the ‘the 


alncerity of their friendship for 
their’ former. American comrates-in- 
arms, explaining that.the monster dem- 
onstration was intended as. an appeal 
to America for a réconsideration of the 
debt accord rather than an angry ges- 
ture against the American Govern- 
ment. ‘ 

It is believed that the Ambassa- 
dor, was unable to accept this view of 
the parade and emphasized the fact 
that the plans for it had: already been 
taken in the United States as a defi- 
nite indication of resentment. 


Tokens of Friendship for America. 
The French veteran officials also in-

they realized that the announcement 
of their demonstration had stirred up 
disapproval in America they had tried 
to call off the parade. This was im- 
possible, they added, although an ex- 
ecutive meeting was in session far into

parade, and its leaders became more 
Reterininsa than ever to go through 
with the demonstration. 

As concrete proof of their assertions 
of friendship for America, the offi- 
cials said that a statement would be 
issued coincident with Sunday’s parade 
in which it would be set forth that the 
parade was held without any political 
idea in mind and without the least in- 
tention of displaying unfriendliness 
toward Americans. . 

It will’ then go on to say that the 
bond established between France and 
America through the War of Indepen- 
dence and forged anew in the late war 
is a precious inheritance to all who 
fought and that the parade is simply 
an — to triends in a time of dire 
need. 

Beforé léaving, the veteran officials 
admitted the inaccuracy of certain 
statements in the posters which have 
been plastered all over France, espe- 
cially the assertion that America. had 
only consented to reduce the total of 
the French debt 5 per cent. As a mat- 
ter of fact, the debt accord provides 
for a:reduction of considerably more 
than 50 per cent.

ALL THE DEATHS AT CONEY 


Crowds Are Permitted to Sleep 
on the Beach for the First - 
Time This Season. 


HOTTEST DAY)\OF THE YEAR 


Resorts Are Filled With Those Seek- 
ing Rellef—Humidity 83 at 
8 In the Morning. 


Three deaths and seven prostrations 
resulted yesterday in New York City 


‘from the heat which reached 91 degrees 


at 3:45 o’clock in the afternoon. This 
was 7 degrees hotter than the highest 
temperature previously recorded this 
year. The greatest humidity was 83 
degrees at 8 o’clock yesterday morn- 
ing. 

The temperature fell off very slowly 
from its high mark during the evening. 
The heat may be as great today, ac- 
cording to the prediction, but. it prob- 
ably will be broken by showers this 
evening. 

All of the deaths occurred at Coney, 
Island, where the police estimated that 
between dawn and dark yesterday 
more than 600,000 had sought escape 
from the heat. The Boardwalk was 
filled to capacity nearly all day, and 
practically every inch of breathing 
space on the beaches. and beneath the 
Boardwalk was occupied. 


Crowds Sleep on Beaches. 

Even when darkness fell thé crowds 
continued to ‘pour into’ Coney’ Island, 
Brighton Beach and Sheepshead Bay 
beach, The shorés .weré 60 crowded 
at 8 o’clock that conte” games, Gillen, 


the beaches. This is the first time this 


séasot that, otit-of-door sleeping has 
been permitted there. 

After the order was flashed about 
it was the usual sight to see a tired 
father, with an equally worn-out-look- 
ing mother and several children, trudg- 
ing, along the sands seeking a place 
where they might Jie down.

British Grant French a Safeguard Clause

reports that an agreement for the set- 
tlement of the French war debt to 
Britain hag been reached and that it 
includes a “safeguarding” provision 
are largely confirmed here, : 

The British Treasury is chary in giv- 
ing any details of the settlement. until 
it is known whether M. Caillaux is 
firm in the saddle, but it is admitted 
that the French Finance. Minister -is 
expected here on Monday to settle the 
fina] details of the agreement and to 
sign it. 

It is understood that the figure of 
£12,500,000, which the mch Govern- 
ment last year agreed ‘should consti- 
tute the amount of annual payments, 
is to be adhered to in principle, but 
early annuities will be on a much, 
smaller scale. They will probably be- 





gin at £4,000,000 and increase by 
£2,000,000 a year,

HOOVER ASKS HELP 
TO AVOID AIR CHAOS 


Appeals to Radio Broadcasters 
for Cooperation to Offset 
Breakdown of Regulation. 














EXPECTS CONGRESS TO ACT 


Will Not Assign Wave Lengths 
to Applicants, Following At- 
torney General’s Ruling.

WASHINGTON, July 9.—Admission 
that, regulation of radio broadcasting 
by the Government has broken down 
and that Stations are under no. effec- 
tive testriction as to wave tengti, 
power and time used. was made today 
by Secretary Hoover after the experts 
of the Department 6f Commérce haa 
completed a study of the opinion ren- 
dered yesterday by Acting — 
General Donovan. 

Examination: of the opinion —“ it 
appear that the only power of the 
Government is to prevent sending sta- 
tions: from using wave lengths. he- 
tween 600 and 1,600 meters; the “‘band” 
reserved for the Government stations. 
Hereafter, if: radio broadcasting sta- 
tions make applications for wave 
lengths outside that band, the Depart- 
ment of Commerce must automatically 
issue. the license. 

Secretary Hoover, however, warned 
those who contemplate opening new 
stations which. might cause interfer- 
ence and confusion in the air that they 
were proceeding entirely at their own 
risk\and that there undoubtedly would 
be adopted early in the December ses- 
sion of Congress legislation which 
would give to the Government full 
power to ‘‘eliminate’’ confusion by 
such regulations as it felt necessary. 

A special appeal was made by Secre- 
tary Hoover that American stations 
which are now in operation or may be 
opened-should not trespass on wave 
lengths used by Canadian sending 
stations. He said that up to this time 
there had been complete cooperation 
with Canada, and he felt that it would 
be a serious offense if this situation 
were changed. 

There are now about 530 American 
broadcasting stations in operation and 
600 applications are on file at the Com- 
merce Department for wave lengths 
for new stations. Secretary Hoover 
still is hopeful that voluntary coopera- 
tion within the industry will continue 
and that ‘‘chaos in the air,’’ resulting 
from wholesale pirating of wave 
lengths, will be avoided. 

As the situation now stands, the De- 
partment of -Commerce probably will 
take no formal action until there is a 
chance to see how ‘things work out in 
the industry itself. A meeting of rep- 
resentatives of the radio interests may 
be called, however, in an effort to en- 
courage a continuance of voluntary 
cooperation, : the air conditions get 
very bad. 

The last hope that a semblance of. 
Government control might be retained 
was given up when the Department 
of Justice ruled that broadcasting was 
a transaction of bona fide commercial 
business, and that as a result the sta- 
tions did not come under any of the 
provisions of the 1912 law which might 
make possible effective control. 

In a statement prepared for Secre- 
tary Hoover the Commerce Depart- 
ment declared that ‘the most impor- 
tant feature of the opinion is in re- 
spect to the right to assign and au- 
thority to-enforce or deny the use of 
particular wave lengths individual 
stations.”” The question, it was held, 

was “‘the key. to all regulation.”

from 1 to 9 A. M. 


At Least 148 Pledged to Strike. 


As there was probably. considerable « 


duplication among the early morning 
workers, who were able to attend 
both meetings, the power men pledged 
to the strike numbered at least 148; 
This was something more than half 
the membership of Local ‘No. 1, which 
has 246 members. It was only a com- 
paratively small fraction of the entire 
number of employes in the motive 
power department, including the 319 
employes. in the West Forty-seventh 
Street power house and the 216 em- 
ployes in the East Seventy-fourth 
Street power house. The total num- 
ber of employes in the power depart- 
ment is 882. | 

Frank Hedley, President and General 
Manager of the Interborough company, 
-when informed that some of the mo- 
tive-power men had voted to strike, 
said: 

“I stated earlier that we are fully 
prepared to keep a continuous power 
supply sufficient to operate the entire 
system’on a full schedule.” 

Steps will be taken immediately by 
the company’s management to fill el 
places vacated by the strikers, ahd 
special precautions have already been 
‘taken to guard the company’s prop- 
erty and prevent any damage of the 
delicate electrical machinery.

Strike Meeting Enthusiastic. 


The evening meeting of the power 
men showed much more enthusiasm 
for the strike than did the morning 
meeting. Mr. Walsh charged the news- 
papers with unfairness and said he 
would write an appeal to Governor 
Smith, Mayor Walker and the Transit 
Commission stating the position of the 
men. 

There were cheers‘ when each group 
of men stood up at the request of Mr. 
Walsh and a particularly loud outburst 
of cheering when one group of twenty- 
five said they were employed in the 
two main power houses. 

As at the morning meeting, Mr. 
Walsh received a vote of confidence 
as leader and received authority to 
use the funds of the local in the strike. 
He then announced that this would be 
the last. meeting as a brotherhood 
local and that all the men had joined 
the Consolidated Railroad Workers, the 
organization formed by the subway 
motormen and switchmen to carry on 
the strike. : 

One member of Local No. 8 of the 
motive power branch of ‘the: Inter- 
borough Brotherhood was present as 
an observer. This representative of 
the employes in the East Seventy- 
fourth Street power house, where the 
electricity is generated, mostly for use 
on the elevated lines, did not commit 
himself. 

Lavin Cheered by Men. 


The meeting also was addressed by 
Edward P. Lavin, head of the Con- 
solidated Railroad Workers and the 
leader of the etriking motormen and 
awitchmen. Mr. Lavin was greeted 
with cheers as he congratulated the 
men for joining the movement to get 
a@ wage increase and kill the Inter- 
borough brotherhood. 

The striking subway motormen and 
g@witchmen had sent down a fleet of 
automobiles from their “headquarters 
at the Manhattan Casino, 155th Street 
and Eighth Avenue, and the power- 
men left for there in an automobile 
parade and were rgceived with cheers 
on their arrival. 

Mr. Walsh was cheered loudly when 
he addressed the striking motormen 
and switchmen and pointed to the 102 
motive-power men, who had entered 
with him as-the latest recruits to the 
strike. — 

“The men of other locals are ready,” 
he shouted. .‘With the power-men and 
the motermen and switchmen against 
it, I think the brotherhood is going out 
of business.’’ 

This brought cheers when he drew 
out his brotherhod local card and tore 
it in two and threw it on the floor. 

‘“Here’s one who is out of the 
brotherhood,” he cried. 

Mr. Walsh has taken a vow not to 
shave until the strike is won, and has 
already grown a crop of stubble. 

“This is going to be the shortest 
strike on record,”’ he said. ‘‘It’s got to 


be. I want a.shave by Monday, be- 
cause I have a date then.” 


Says 1,700 Are In Union. . 


Mr, Walsh asserted that 1,700 men 
had already joined the Consolidated 
Railroad Workers, the strike organiza- 
tion that is fighting the brotherhood. 
He added that he knew because he had 
geen the rolls. 

The meeting decided to increase the 
membership of the Strike Committee to 

‘ gix, to give three members to the 
motive-power men. 

In a final address to the men, Mr. 
Walsh warned them not to injure the 
company’s property and told them not 
to visit the substations, lest they be 
suspected. 

He answered the assertion of the 
@ompany management that power men 
quitting work might be prosecuted 
eriminally by saying that he had legal 
advice on everything he had done. 

A little after 12, fifteen automobiles, 
each bearing two motormen and two 
power men, left for the substations to 
get the men quitting work at 1 o’clock 
and bring them back to the hall. Mr. 
Walsh said -these would number about 
seventy and that their accession would 
mean that practically all the members 
ef Local No. 1 would be on strike.

The strike leaders de- 
nied that they had caused any such 
inquiry to be ‘made and said that if 
there had been one it was entirely 
without their authority. 

The efforts of the strike leaders dur- 
ing the day centred on an attempt to 
get the power men to strike. At the 
morning meeting of the night shift 
workers of Local 1,. which is composed 
of substation, men, approximately 70 
out of 75 stood up, when James F. 
Walsh, head of that local asked if 
they would strike. Approximately 24 
of these were said to be workers on the 
yhift beginning at 1 o’clock in the 
morning. Five of the men remained 
seated. 

The company took unusual precau- 
tions, both to find men to replace 
those who might quit work and to 
prevent possible damage to the elec- 
trical machinery. It was explained 
that the members of Local 1 were em- 
ployed in the power substations, ‘where 
the electric current is transformed 
from alternating to direct and its vol- 
tage is agp « tay down. The men em- 
ployed in the company’s two main 
power houses, it was said, belong to 
separate locals and have not threat- 
ened to strike. 


Disaffected Men Barred. 


James L. Quackenbush, general 
counsel of the Interborough Company 
and spokesman for Frank Hedley, 
President and general manager, said 
the power men who had indicated their 
intention to strike would not be per- 
mitted to return to their jobs. 

“They have not been discharged,’’ 
he said. ‘‘The company does not wish 
to discharge a man for merely at- 
tending a meeting, but they will not 
be permitted to return to work on 
valuable machinery, which they might 
damage, as a measure of protection. 

“We are not concerned about the 
absence of the men who may strike. 
What we-are concerned with is pos- 
sible damage to valuable machinery, 
which a man who knows how can put 
out of gommission with a turn of the 
wrist.”’ 

Mr. Quackenbush also asserted that 
Mr. Walsh and the other power work- 
ers who threaten to strike would put 
themselves in danger of criminal prose- 
cution if they did. He intimated that 
Mr. Walsh might already have render 
himself liable to prosecution by trying 
to get the men to quit work. . 

Mr. Quackenbush based his threat of 
criminal - prosecution against power 
men who might strike on the follow- 
ing section of the penal law: 

“* A person, who wilfully and malici- 
ously, either alone or in combination 
with others, breaks a contract of ser- 
vice or hiring; knowing or having rea- 
sonable cause to believe that the prob- 
able consequences of his so doing will 
be to endanger human life or to cause 
grievous bodiry injury, or to expose 
valuable property to destruction or 
serious injury is guilty of a misde- 
meanor.”’ 


Sees Contract Broken. 


The power men, through their repre- 
sentatives, of whom Mr. Walsh is one, 
agreed on June 30 with all the other 
representatives of locals on the General 
Committee of the Interborough Broth- 
erhood for a renewal of the wage scale 
for one year. Mr. Quackenbush con- 
tended that a strike by them now 
would constitute a breach of that 
agreement. 

“The actions of the strikers are get- 
ting perilously close to the confines of 
that statute,” Mr. Quackenbush said. 
“In the strike ten years ago the legal 
department of this company obtained 
730 convictions, and I know how it is 
done,”’ 3 

Mr. Quackenbush said he did not be- 
lieve many of the substation power 
men would quit work. If they should, 
he said, the company would have men 
to fill their places. 

“There are twenty-four substations,”’ 
“Each substa- 
tion employs a regular force of six 
men, two for each eight-hour shift, 
and a foreman. One man can do the 
work at a substation and the addi- 
tional man is for an emergency. The 
foremen, with assistants that will re- 
main loyal, can carry on the work for 
a time. There will be no difficulty in 
obtaining, competent workers for this 
substation work. We can get plenty 
from Schenectady and Pittsburgh. Any 
technical school student can learn to 
do the work in a short time.” 


Ready in Case of a Tie-up. ° 


The Transit Commission, through 
Major Philip Mathews, its chief execu- 
tive officer, made arrangements for 
the continuation and extension of the 
emergency transportation service in 
case the power men should strike and 
the Interborough’s entire supply of 
power shut off, although in making ar- 
rangements care was used to say that 
these were merely precautionary and 


that complete or even partial stoppage 
of the Interborough’s power supply 
was hardly expected. . - 

The B. M. T. subways in Manhattan 
and the connecting lines in Queens re- 
ceive their power from the Interbor- 
ough. Major Mathews learned by in- 
ay from officials of the B. M. T. 

ompany that hy running their power- 
houses to capacity the company could 
supply enough power to run 50 per 
cent, of the normal: number of trains 
through the Montague Street tunnel 
to Canal Street, Manhattan, 50 per 
cent. of the normal number of trains 
across the Williamsburg Bridge and 
through the Centre Street loop and 50 
per cent. of the normal number of 
trains across Manhattan Bridge as far 
as Fourteenth Street. 

In the event of a complete tie-up of 
Interborough power, the B: M. T. 
would make no attempt to run trains 
in Manhattan above Fourteenth Street 
and probably would have to. abandon 
o tion of the Fourteenth Street- 

tern subway and the Corona and 
Astoria branches in Queens. 

L. Jensen, * Superintendent of 
the New York ison Company, said 
that up to 11 o’clock last night no re- 
quest for emergency power for the In- 
terboro had been forwarded to him. 

“The ison Company is ready to 
help,” he said. “The company, how- 
ever, cannot give all the necessary 
power, except at night. But if the

An attitude of confidence has been 
maintained at headquarters since the 
time the strike opened, and this news 
‘added considerably to the confidence, 
-prompting President Connolly’s state- 
ment. Discussion among the men im- 
mediately turned on the ending of the 
strike, it being the unanimous opinion 
that it would last only a few days 
more. ,

Only One Way Out. 


“There would have been a succes- 
sion of demands for improved; work- 
ing conditions and higher wages; and 
any effort on the brotherhood’s part 
to hold the men: together under our 
arrangement with the company would 
have been futile. The company had 
no possible way of meeting their de- 
mands without being forced to meet 
a score of others; the brotherhood 
could not sanction the demand with- 
out being split. There was only one 
possible policy to follow... We opposed 
the demand and the company refused 
to grant it.’’ 

It also was said that the striking 
subway motormen and switchmen, 
numbering only 600, had acted selfishly 
in that they had jeopardized the re- 
turn to 15,000 employes of the 5 per 
cent. in pay, or half of the 10 per 
cent. which the employes of the com- 
pany relinquished voluntarily several 
years ago to help keep the company 
from bankruptcy, by demanding wage 
increases for themselves. The man- 
agement of the.company has promised 
to restore this 5 per cent. as soon as 
it has the money, and the great ma- 
jority of the brotherhood men, it was 
said, believe: that FranksHediey,: Presi- 
dent of the company, will ‘keep his 
frequently expressed promise to that 
effect. at the-earliest opportunity: : The 
brotherhood, it was -explained, was 
formed particularly to prevent differ- 
ences between the company and its 
employes from reaching the point of a 
strike,- and the constitution of the 
brotherhood was cited in proof of this 
assertion. 

Brotherhood’s Purposes. 

The purposes of the brotherhood are 
set forth in the following preamble to 
its constitution: * 

“We, the employes of the Interbor- 
ough Rapid Transit Company, hereby 
declare and make known to the public 
and ‘the public officials that we are 
fully competent to take up and adjust 
with our employers all questions as to 
rates of pay, hours of labor and any 
other working conditions that may 
hereafter arise. 

“Uninterrupted transit service to the 
public, a complete understanding be- 
tween employer and employe, the wel- 
fare of our families and the best pos- 
sible conditions for our fellow-warkers 
are the objects of this organization. 

“To these objects this constitution 
is’ dedicated.” 

This desire of the members of the 
brotherhood to prevent any strike or 
cessation of service is further ¢mpha- 
sized in Section 3 of the constitution, 
which reads: . 

“The objects of this organization 
shall. be to cooperate with the com- 
pany to. promote the welfare of the 
members of the brotherhood in good 
—— and of the company by ami- 
cable aéjustment of all questions as to 
‘wages and working conditions that 
may hereafter arise, but shall not in- 
clude questions of efficiency or disci- 
pline of members.” | ‘ 

The power and general government 
of the brotherhood is vested in a Gen- 
eral Committee composed of delegates 
from each of the thirty-four locals, 
with one delegate for each 250 mem- 
bers .of a local or additional part 
thereof of fifty or more. 

Character of Membership. 

Every Interborough employe, except 
those working in supervisory capaci- 
ties or as clerks or secretaries, is in 
the brotherhood. Section 4 of the con- 
stitution on this point reads in part: 

“Beginning Feb, 1, 1920, each newly 
appointed person who i8 eligible for 
membership in the brotherhood shall 
upon appointment and as a condition 
of employment agree to join the 
brotherhood and to accept its obliga- 
tions. Such persons, however, shall 
only be eligible to become members 
of the brotherhood after having 
worked thirty days.” , 

The powers of the General Commit- 

tee, as provided by the constitution, 
are as follows: ‘ 
' “The General Committee shall be the 
supreme governing body of the broth- 
erhood and shall have power to make 
any rules or regulations for the proper. 
conduct of the brotherhood and : to 
assess the members any amount con- 
sidered necessary for the welfare of 
the brotherhood. 
- “The General Committee shall elect 
from among their members a Presi- 
dent, a Vice President, a Second Vice 
President, a Treasurer, a Sergeant-at- 
Arms and an inside é 

“The General Committee shall be 
vested with the power at all times to 
promote, the welfare of the members 
of the ‘brotherhood and of the com- 
pany by the amicable adjustment of 
all questions as to the wages and 
wor ng conditions. that may arise 
from time to time, ey shall have 
the power to appoint or elect such 
commitees as may be advantageous 
to. the General Committee or to an 
group of members of the brotherhood 
and’ may apa bg to such committees 
any power wi the restrictions and 
imitations of this constitution. 

“The decision of the General 
mittee in all controversies between the 
brotherhood and the company shall be 


final.”

Provision for Arbitration. : 
The constitution’s provisions for arbi- 
tration between:the brotherhood and 
the company are as follows: 
“Section 8—Whenever the General 


‘| Committee, representing’ the. brother- 


hood, or the entire brotherhood and 
the management, . representing - the 
company, are notable to settle any 
matter that may come between them, 
providing the brotherhood has used 
all the power vested in them by this 
condition, it. is then the plain duty of 
the brotherhood and the management 
to submit the matter in dispufe to a 
Board of Arbitration. pe 

“Section 9.—The manner of appoint- 
ing a Board of Arbitration shall be as 
follows: The brotherhood shall select 
one member of the board, the com- 
pany shall select one member of the 
board and the two thus selected shall 
select the third member of the board. 

“Section 10—In the event that the 
two arbitrators, selected as provided 
in Section 9 of this article; cannot 
agree on a third arbitrator within fif- 
teen days, the third arbitrator shall 
be selected by a Justice of the Su- 
preme Court in the City of New York. 
The decision of the Board of Arbitra- 
tion shall be binding upon the brother- 
hood and upon the company. Discipline 
and efficiency shall not be subjected 
to arbitration. 


Section 11—No person shall be eli- 
gible as the third arbitrator who is 
connected with the company, the 
brotherhood or any labor organization, 
or any person who has been previously 
rejected by either arbitrator.”* 

The total number of employes in the 
brotherhood at the beginning of the 
strike was 12,494. There were, in ad- 
ditoin, 2,736 employes of the company 
not eligible to membership, making a 
grand total of employes of 15,230.

WASHINGTON, July 9.—The text of 
the ruling; signed by Acting Attorney 
General Donovan, made by the De- 
partment of Justice in response to the 
request of the Department of Com- 
merce, and holding that the Govern- 
ment is powerless to enforce regula- 
tions for radio ‘broadcasting, is as fol- 
lows: 


July 8, 1926. - 

Receipt is acknowledged of your 
letter of June 4, 1926, in which you 
ask for a definition of your — 
and duties with respect to the r 
lation ..of ‘radio broadcasting er 
the Act of A 13, 1912, Chapter 
287 (37 Stat. 302). Specifically, you 
request my opinion upon the follow- 
ing five questions: 
1. Does the 1912 act require broafi- 


and is the operation of such a sta- 
tion without-a license an offense 
under that act? 

. Has the Secretary of Commerce 
, authority under the 1912 act to as- 
sign wave lengths and times of 
operation, and limit the power of 
stations? 

Has a station, whose license stipu- 
lates a wave length for its use, the 
right to use any other wave length, 
and if it does operate on a differ- 
ent wave-length, is it in violation 

-of the law, .and -does it become 
subject to the penalties of the act? 

. If a station, whose license stipu- 
lates a period during which only 
the station may operate and limits 
its power, transmits at different 
times, or with excessive power, is 
it in violation of the act:and does 
it become subject to the penalties 
of the act? “ 

. Has the Secretary of Commerce 
power to fix the duration’ of the 
licenses which he issues, or should 
they be indeterminate, continuing 
in effect until revoked or until 
’ Congress otherwise provides? 


Broadcasting License Necessary. 


With. respect to the first question, 
my answer to both its parts is in 
the affirmative. Section 1 of the act 
of 1912 provides: 


“That a person, company or corpo- 
ration, within the yarisdiction of thé 
United States shall not use or oper- 
ate any. apparatus for radio com- 
munication as a means of commer- 
cial intercourse among the several 
States or with foreign nations, or 
upon any vessel of the United States 
engaged in interstate or foreign com- 
merce, or for the transmission of 
radiograms or signals, the effect of 
which extends beyond the jurisdic- 
tion of the State or Territory in 
which the same are made, or where 
interference would be caused thereby 
with the receipt of messages or sig- 
nals from beyond the jurisdiction of 
the said State or Territory, except 
under and in accordance with, a li- 
cense, revocable. 

“For cause in that behalf granted 
by the Secretary of Commerce (and 
Labor) upon application therefor, but 
nothing in this act shall be con- 
strued to apply to the transmission 
and exchange of radiograms or sig- 
nals between points situated in the 
same State; provided, that the effect 
thereof shall not extend beyond the:

While the act of 1912 wag originally 
drafted to apply to wireless teleg~ 
raphy, its language is broad enough 
to cover wireless telephony as well, 
and this was clearly the intention 
of its framers (624 Cong., 2d sess., 
S Rept. 698). Whether.the transmis- 
sion is for profit is immaterial so- 
far as the commerce clause is con- 
cerned. American Express Company. 
vs. United States, 212 U.S. 522; Cam- 
inetti vs. United States, 242 U.S. :470. 
’ For these reasons I am of the 
opinion that broadcasting is within 
the terms of the 1912 act; that a 
license must .be obtained before a 
broadcasting station’may be lawfully 
operated; and that the penalties of 
Section 1 of the act may be im- 
posed upon any person or corpora- 
tion who operates such a station 
without a license. 


Three Problems Involved. 


Your. second question 
three separate problems: 
“(a) The assignment of wave 
lengths. 

(b) The assignment of hours of 
operation. 

(c) The limitation of power. 

As to the assignment of wave 
lengths, Section 2 of the act pro- 
vides: . 

“That every such license shall be in 
such form as the Secretary of Com- 
merce (and Labor) shall determine 
and shall gontain the restrictions, 
pursuant to this act, on and subject 
to which the license is granted; * * * 
shall state the wave length or the 
wave lengths authorized for use by 
the station for the, prevention of 
interference and the hours for which 
the station is licensed towork. * * * 
* * * Every, such license shall be 
subject to the regulations contained 
herein, and such regulations as may 
be established from time to time by 
authority of this act or subsequent 
acts and treaties of the United 
States.”’ 

The power to make general regu- 
lations is nowhere granted by spe- 
cific language to the Secretary. On 
the’ contrary, it seems clear from 
Section 4 of the act that Congress 
intended to cover the entire field 
itself and that, with minor excep- 
tions, Congress left very little to the 
discretion of any administrative 
officer. This fact is made addition- 
ally plain by the reports which ‘ac- 
companied the act in both houses. 
62d Congress, 2d Session, S. Rept. 
698; ibid, H. R. Rept. 582, c. f. 29, 
o. p. 579.

‘ "These two. regulations constitute a 
direct legislative * of the 
use of ‘wave eg ‘igre hey preclude 
the possibility: administrative dis- 
cretion in the same field. In Hoover 
versus Inter City Radio Company, 
286 Federal 1003, it was held that it 
‘was mandatory .upon the Secretary 
under the act to grant licenses to 
all applicants complying with its 
provisions. ‘The Court added in that 
case these remarks: 


Power Over Wave Lengths. 


"In the present case the duty of 
naming a wave length is mandatory 
upon the Secretary. The only discre- 
tionary, act is in selecting a .wave 
length, within the limitations pre- 
~ scribed in the statute which, in his 
judgment, will result in ‘the least 
possible interference. The issuing of 
a license is not dependent upon the 
fixing of a wave length. It is a re- 
striction entering into the license. 
The wave length named by the Sec- 
retary merely measures the extent 
of the privilege granted to the li- 
censee.”’ 

You have advised me that, follow- 
ing this decision, you have assumed 
that you had discretionary authority 
in assigning .wave lengths for the 
use of particular stations, and have 
made such assignments to the indi- 
vidual broadcasting stations. 

However, in my opinion, these re- 
marks of the Court of Appeals are 
to be construed as applying only to 
the normal sending and receiving 
wave length which every station is 
required to designate under the first 
regulation. But under the second 
regulation, any station is at liberty 
to use ‘‘other wave lengths’ at will, 
provided only that they do not tres- 
pass upon the band from 600 to 1,600 
meters. This conclusion appears to 
be in accord with the opinion of the 
District Court for the Northern Dis- 
trict, of Illinois in the case (as yet 
unreported) of United States versus 
Zenith Radio Corporation. 

But it is suggested that under the 
fifteenth regulation broadcasting 
stations may not, without special 
authority from the Secretary, use 
wave lengths over 200 meters or 
power exceeding one kilowatt. This 
regulation is applicable only to ‘‘pri- 
vate and commercial stations not 
engaged in the transaction of bona 
fide commercial business by radio 
communication.” I am of the opin- 
ion that. broadcasting is ‘‘in the 
transaction of bona fide commercial 
business’’ (Wetmark vs. Bamber- 
ger, 291 Fed. 776; Remick vs. Ameri- 
can Automobile Accessories Com- 
pany, 298 Fed. 628), and that it is 
conducted ‘“‘by radio communica- 
tion.” Broadcasting stations, there- 
fore, do not fall within the scope of 
the fifteenth regulation; and the 
Secretary is without power to impose 
on them the restrictions provided 
therein. 

From the foregoing. considerations

These, two regula- 
tions are the only ones in which a 
‘division of time is mentioned;’ and 
it is to them that the second section 
of the act refers. I therefore, con- 
clude that you. have no general au- 


thority to fix the times.at which 


broadcasting stations may operate, 
apart from the limitations of Regula- 
tions Twelve and Thirteen. 

(C) As to the limitation of power. 

The only provisions concerning this 
are to be found in Regulation Four- 
teen, which requires all stations to 

use “the minimum amount of energy 

—8 to carry out any commu- 
nication desired.” It does not appear 
that the Secretary is given power to 
determine in advance what this 
minimum amount shall be for every 
case; and I therefore conclude that 
you have no authority to insert such 
@ determination as a part of any 
license. 


Not Bound by License. 


What I have said above with re- 


spect to your second question neces- 
sarily serves also as an answer to 
your third. While a station may not 
lawfully operate without a license, 
yet under thé decision in the Inter- 
city Company case and under 29 
Op. 579: you are required to issue 
such a license on request. And 
while a normal wave length must be 
designated under Regulation One, 
any station is free to operate on 
other wave lengths under Regula- 
tion Two. 

The same considerations cover 
your fourth question. Since the act 
confers upon you no general author- 
ity to fix course of operation or to 
limit power, any station may with 
impugnity operate at hours and with 
powers other than those fixed in its 
license, subject only to Regulations 
Twelve and Thirteen and the penal-| 
ties against malicious interference 
contained in Section Five. 

With respect to your fifth question, 
I can find no authority in-the act for 
the issuance of licenses of limited 
duration. 

It is apparent from the answer con- 
tained in this opinion that the pres- 
ent legislation is inadequate to cover 
the act of broadcasting, which has 
been almost entirely developed since 
the passage of the 1912 act. If the 
present situation requires control, I 
can only suggest that it be sought 
in new legislation carefully adapted 
to meet the needs of both the pres- 
ent and the future.

‘SARATOGA SPRINGS, N. Y., July 
9 (#).—William Preston Burch, veteran 
trainer, known wherever thoroughbred 
shorses are bred, or raced in this coun- 
try, died in a private sanitarium here 
late last’ night after a’ brief illness. 
Although 80 years old, he came here 
a few weeks ago with the horses in

- INO ALTERNATIVES FOR FRANCE. 
The French are famed for being log- 
Jcal. Sometimes they carry out a polit- 
. fecal doctrine with a severity of infer- 
ence that leaves a rule-of-thumb 
‘Anglo-Saxon aghast. But when their 
reasoning leads them up to a dead wall 
they are apt to show themselves as 
practical as the next man in dding 
what has to be done. They are, in 
fact, as famous for making the right 
turn at the last moment as they are 
for furiously debating whether It is the 
right turn. And it is because they 
geem always to have a great reserve of 
' common sense that there is ground for 
believing that they will yet pull them- 
selves out of their present financial 
and political muddle. 
even if they were to stick by the 
most rigorous logic, they would find 
themselves shut up to the course 
urged by the Briand Government. For 
to that Government there is no alter- 
native in sight~at least, no other Min- 
istry with promise of vitality or sta- 
bility. Brianp and CarILuaux may not 
be highly popular; but they may well 
ask who, if they are turned out of 
office, can be found to take their 
places. Out of the flux of groups in 
the Chamber it does not seem possible 
to secure any other working majority, 
even temporarily. M. Herriot faith- 
fully tried to form a Cabinet by means 
of successive combinations,’ but had 
to give up the job in despair. Neither 
he nor any other leader could succeed 
better now if the existing Government 
were to go down before an adverse 
vote in the Chamber. ‘With no sub- 
gtitute Government that had notin it 
the seeds of carly death anywhere visi- 
ble, there would be a woeful.lack of 
logic, as well as of ordinary sense, ‘in 
ousting it and fleeing from known ills

The way 
of return to confidence in the public 
finance and in the currency is plainly 
marked out. Financial principles that

COOPERATIVE MARKETING. 

Secretary Jarprn# in his address be- 
fore the “ American Institute of Co- 
operation” in St. Paul,- Minn.,. set 
forth what it is hoped to accomplish 
through the division of \ cooperative 
marketing in the Department of Agri- 
culture, provided for by this séssion of 
— — This bureau seemed only 
as the mouse in the fable which the 
mountain brought forth after much 
— but it has promise of real 
helpfulness to the farmer, in that it 
is only to help him to help himself. 
In the first place, it is to be under- 
stood that it is in no sense a measure 
of emergency relief. No Federal or 
State marketing system is to be set 
up., The plan does not’ contemplate 
the entrance of Government to make 
good shortcomings or to dispose of 
surplus. About all that the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture can offer under 
this lay is summed up in the word 
“research,” and about all that farmers 
can accept under any theory or prac- 
tice of pure cooperation is. advice. 

As examples of the kind of -assis- 
tance which the department can give— 
has been giving and will continue to 
give—under more generous appropria- 
tions, the Secretary cites the study.of 
the operation and costs ‘of cotton gins. 
When this study, now approaching 
completion, is. given to the: cotton 
marketing associations, they will have 
definite advice from specialists about 
the best way to form local cooperative 
gins. It is anticipated that the organ- 
ized grain growers, the dairymen and 
all the other organized groups will be 
assisted in the samé way. Again, this 
bureau will give guidance to the co- 
operatives that are expanding their 
functions and entering the terminal 
markets, as the live-stock shippers 
have done, as the organizations mar- 
keting poultry and eggs have done, and 
as the grain-marketing organizations 
are apparently preparing to do—an 
advance which can safely be taken 
only after careful study of conditions. 
Another problem is that of the disposal 
of surplus products. Here the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture through its divi- 
sion of cooperatives can’ go to the 
farmer with advice as to production; 
for the cure of excess lies in produc- 
tion plans—or, rather, plans as modi- 
fied by conditions of soil, wind and 
weather. 

Behind all this is a service that the 
department can give in making “co- 
operation” a part of the studies of the 
young people who will carry, on the 
work of producing the food and cloth- 
ing of the nation. This looks beyond 
the mere mechanism of marketing, the 
mere transfer of goods. It leads into 
an acquaintance with the intricate and 
often far-reaching process of putting 
products in the hands of consumers, 
together with an appreciation of the 
consumers’ needs and of price factors. 
Ultimately it will bring the consum- 
ing and the competitively producing 
world within the horizon of the farm 
boys and girls and, though the Secre- 
tary makes no reference to this, give 
them familiarity with the effect of the 
tariff upon their economic life. Back 
of cooperative organization there must 
be,’ says the Secretary, “a great hu- 
man development,” and how can that 
come without taking humanity gen- 
erally into consideration, since no na- 
tion longer lives economically to itself 
alone? The cooperative movement 
has had a period of sound growth, and 
it will undoubtedly play a larger part 
in.our economic life if it accepts the 
advice and guidance of thoroughgoing 
scientific research, free of political in- 
fluence. 


A PECULIAR SPEECH. 

Attorney General SARGENT is a little 
“peculiar,” as the Yankees say. To 
turn the dedication of a war memorial 
into a ‘prohibition- meeting displays 
great originality of taste. While he 
did not speak specifically of the Vol- 
stead act, his intention and meaning 
are clear, Here is a specimen: 

I have called to your attention 
what seems to me the disregard of 
duty, the positive disloyalty of per- 
sons of understanding, of influence, 
who not only violate the law them- 
selves, but encourage others in and 
knowingly reward them for doing it; 
and here, in the presence of this me- 
morial to those who gave their lives 

, that their country might endure, 1 
again urge and entreat you to stop 
and consider the effect. of conduct 
more threatening to the nation and 
its institutions than any European 
Nation ever was.

Begotten of 
the enthusidsm of fanatics and the 
cowardice of politicians, its ineffec- 
tiveness and the palpable evils that 
have sprung from it have turned 
against it more and more those who 
tried to accept it, though they were 
opposed to its principle. If any other 
law had shown itself so impotent and 
become more illusory the more money 


‘was spent on it, it would have been. 


repealed. Mr. Sarcent. wastes his 
breath in talking about the “‘positive 
“disloyalty of persons of under- 
“ standing.” 

Does he expect that a law rejected 
by so many thoughtful persons is go- 
ing to be respected ‘by less thoughtful 
persons? The morals of Mr. WaYNE 
B. WHEELER are doubtless admirable, 
but. they cannot be incorporated by 
law into the morals of those disin- 
clined to receive them. This law is 
not enforced. No matter with what 
multitudinous posses of agents and at 
what éost to the taxpayer, it cannot 
be enforced, because it lacks the in- 
dispensable basis of effective law—a 
substantial agreement and consent of 
public opinion. 


HINDU-MOSLEM HOSTILITY. 

New ri@ting between Hindus and Mo- 
hammedans in the vicinity of Calcutta 
shows that there has been no abate- 
ment in the dangerous-tension which 
recently led to sanguinary encounters 
in the capital of Bengal. The British 
authorities have: been looking forward 
with apprehension to the Muharram or 
Mohammedan New Year, which comes 
next Monday. The situation is one 
that goes back nearly five years to the 
uprising of the Moslem Moplahs in 
the Presidency of Madras, which first 
served notice that the truce between 
Hindus and Mohammedans, achieved 
in the course of the struggle for Home 
Rule for India, was in danger of going 
on.the rocks. Since then religious dis- 
orders have swept over the greater 
part of Northern India. Age-old ani- 
mosities which were thrust into the 
background by the World War, and 
the rising spirit of Indian nationalism, 
are reasserting themselves. 

The old explanation that the feud 
between Hindu and Moslem has been 
nurtured by the British Government 
on the principle of divide and rule will 
not do, as Mr, J. CoaTMAN points out 
in his highly informative article in The 
“Atlantic. Setting 250,000,000 Hindus 
and nearly 70,000,000 Moslems by the 
ears is apt to create a situation not at 
all welcome to a suzerain Power. The 
causes of the conflict are of long 
standing and are in nature racial, relig- 
ious and economic. The Hindu and 
the Moslem mode of life are in sharp 
contrast. ” 
overwhelming majority among the in- 
tellectual and moneyed classes. The 
Mohammedans are predominantly an 
uncultured peasantry, heavily in debt 
to the money lender, who is usually a 
Hindu. At the same time Moslem 
pride is fed by memory of old military 
conquests and of the Mogul throne at 
Delhi. Were the population ratio of 
one Moslem to four Hindus uniform 
throughout India, the superior num- 
bers of the latter might prevent actual 
hostilities. But there are 25,000,000 
Moslems to 20,000,000 Hindus in Ben- 
gal, 12,000,000 Moslems to 21,000,000 
Hindus in the Punjab, and almost an 
equality of figures in the Northwest 
Frontier Province, 

The Home-Rule movement. brought 
the warring elements together in 1916, 
when® the Indian Congress, a Hindu 
organization, and the Moslem League 
entered into the Lucknow Pact. Im- 
portant political.concessions by Great 
Britain were in the offing, and at 
Lucknow the two parties agreed upon 
@ partition of seats in the various 
Legislatures. _ GANDHI’s non-coopera- 
tion movement appealed to Moslems 
and Hindus alike. Resentment among 
the Moslems over British policy toward 
Turkey made them eager for the sup- 
port of their Hindu countrymen. But 
Home Rule has also feawakened the 
ancient strife. With a large measure 
of self-government attained under the 
Constitution of 1921;.with greater. lib- 
erties on the horizon, the —* 
malady of allies showed itselt. 
lems now faced the question how pest 
off they would be in a self-governing 
India in which the chief influence was 
wielded by the Hindu community. The 
danger has been recently: exemplified 
in the opposition of the Hindu home- 
rulers to setting up legislative institu- 
tions in the Northwest Province, where 
there is a small Mohammedan ma- 
jority.

‘speech. Scarcely a week. ago Mus- 


soLini let it be known that the Gov-' 
ernment’s control over. the Italian 
newspapers would be strengthened. 
In Russia, also, a strict form of cen- 
sorship is still exercised, and while in 
Spain there have been no open at- 
tempts to suppress newspapers it is 
generally accepted that frank criticism 
of Primo pe Rivera or of the King 
can be made only at the editor’s peril. 
In ‘France the press is. still. largely 
subservient tothe Government, and 
although no actual censorship exists 
the fear of incurring the displeasure 
of the politicians in power is great 
enough to prevent the free airing of 
opinions. 

This is in part a renewal of old 
Continental traditions. As such, it 
goes well with the reactionary move- 
ment that has swept over Europe 
since the war. One of the results is 
‘to make it much more difficult for 
American and British newspapers to 
obtain accurate foreign news. Al- 
‘though. correspondents are supposed- 
ly free from the Hmits that hamper 
local editors, their labor is made all 
the more difficult because not only 
can they place less dependence on the 
native newspapers, but they ’ realize 
that their cables are read by the Gov- 
ernment, and that if these are dis- 
tasteful. many petty obstacles will be 
put in the correspondents’ way when 
they seek to check up on a story. : 

The official mind on the Continent 
has never reconciled itself to frank 
discussion of both sides of a question. 
The calm tolerance of the British is 
to it almost incomprehensible. So also 
is our practice of permitting news- 
papers to indulge in the freest criti- 
cism of the Government. In the 
years before the war there had been 
a tendency toward greater liberality 
on the part of the Continental Gov- 
ernments in the matter of freedom of 
the press. The war naturally brought 
about strict control which, after the 
armistice, was relaxed for a while. 
But today governmental intolerance 


of press opposition js increasing. How- 


far it will go in fostering the spirit 
of dictatorship is. not yet clear. Ger- 
many seems to have weathered the 
storms. of revolution and reaction. 
Holland, the Scandinavian countries 
and Switzerland have ® apparently es- 
caped them, 


LONG-RANGE WEATHER FORE- 
CASTING. 

Professor ROBERT DeC. Warp of Har- 
vard University, in a paper on long- 
range weather forecasting, read before 
the American Philosophical Society, 
said that there is no safe and sound 
basis for the prediction long in ad- 
vance and given wide publicity that 
the year 1926 would be “ summierless” 
and that crops would fail in many 
places. Then with Delphic advice be 
adds that it may be abnormally cool] or 
it- may be abnormally warm, for in 
such an extended area as that of the 
United States any Summer is likely 
to be “abnormally” cool in some sec- 
tions and “ abnormally” hot in others. 
That is the natural way of seasons in 
our latitude. “ Abnormal” weather is 
always normal in the Temperate Zone. 
Whatever happens in July will be 
“the complex resultant of many vari- 
ables”. whose final product no man 
can foresee in April or even with any 
practical definiteness for more than a 
day or so or at most three or four days 
ahead, though “ weather outlooks” are 
officially ventured for a week in ad- 
vance. Nor have animals greater yatic 
power or instinct as to weather than 
man. Their thick fur or greater stores 
of nuts indicate only a state of health 
or food supply or other conditions 
precedent. 

Moreover, no one cay, bank on se- 
quences, the traditions as to St. 
Swithin’s Day or St. Martin’s to the 
contrary. Just when a sequence of rain 
or drought seems to be started the 
chain breaks. Nor.is there evidence 
satisfying to meteorologists that there 
is any permanent change of climate, 
though there may be fluctuations over 
a period of years. A change which is 
of interest to the people of North 
America, noted by one authority, 
that the temperature of the Northern 
United States and Canada has an up- 
ward trend, “like a slowly rising 
tide,” while the trend in the Southern 
States is downward; that is, the con- 
trast between the weather of the North 
and. the South is diminishing. But, 
os- | again, this trend may not continue 
and, indeed, there may be a reversion.

radio broadcasting from the Depart- 
ment of Commerce—meaning Secretary 
Hoover—to a commission of several 
members. The need of this change 
never was clear to anybody except 
those who have not forgiven the Sec- 
retary for keeping down food prices 
during the war, and to those to whom 
he has refused to assign wave lengths 
and time periods. Now the Depart- 
ment of Justice has decided, as did a 
Chicago court not long ago, that Mr. 
Hoover has been exercising in this mat- 
ter more than his legal powers. 

The result is that something like 
chaos threatens in the field of broad- 
casting. But the one object of the 
broadcasters is to be heard by listeners- 
in, and they know as well as anybody 
how useless would be their expendi- 
tures and efforts if many stations 
used the same wave length. Therefore, 
though for the-present they have no 
ruler, they must come to some arrange- 
ment for ruling themselves. 

They are confronted, of course, by 
the same problem that got Secretary 
Hoover into trouble. No more than he 
will they have enough separate wave 
lengths to give out, and the stations 
that have none will have the old diffi- 
culty in seeing why their right to one 
is not as good as that of others. Their 
grievance is real enough, but the public 
views it coldly, for in its opinion there 
already are too many stations. 

The present restriction on the num- 
ber of wave lengths is not because 
there are no more, but because, in 
America, practically all receiving in- 
struments are so adjusted that they 
can take no lengths shorter than 200 
meters or longer than 500. The skilled 
amateurs go far lower, but mostly for 
code. In Europe far longer wave 
lengths are used. We could do the 
same thing, with a large increase in 
the number of assignable wave lengths, 
but the owners of the present receivers 
would have to have them radically 
changed or buy new ones.

There is no task in all our social 
structure more important than the 
task.of giving adequate care to little 
children. There is ‘no task that makes 
such heavy demands’ on nervous 
energy and on ability and training. 
Passengers in a street car all look 
askance on any woman who is unfor- 
tunate enough to be irritable with a 
little child, but only those who have 
imagination and sympathy know what 
demands are made on a mother today 
when a child's tremendous energy and 
properly limitless curiosity have to be 
restrained within the very small space 
and conventional atmosphere that are 
the lot of all but the exceptional few 
in our cities. 

A hundred years ago the mother ofa 
family could create on her own farm 
or within her own home economic 
values through her loom, her needle 
and her cooking equal to the values 
produced by her husband in any but 
the larger businesses or -professions. 
Today machinery and congestion have 
taken from her these opportunities, and 
in many cases even her utmost indus- 
try and thrift are not sufficient to 
stretch the husband’s income over the 
family needs. The result is that an 
increasing number of women of many 
classes have to go outside the home to 
make sure of an income adequate for 
the family. Sometimes an older wo- 
man in the family:takés care of the 
children, sometimes another wage 
earner comes in from outside, but the 
result in either case is that the chil- 
dren are deprived many hours of 
the day of their mother’s care, and 
the modern child is separated from its 
father in our ‘cities ina way unknown 
until the last half century. It ig pos- 
sible that this may lie at the root: both 
of “What ails our youth?” and’ the 
so-called “crime wave.” In any case, 
the problem of the family and of the 
home is immensely more complex and 
difficult than ever before.. Mothers 
have a fear of germs unknown to our 
grandmothers, as well as the fear of 
motor cars, and children as they grow 
a little older have a thousand interests 
demanding their attention today where 
twenty-five years ago, their interests 
and horizon were very limited. The 
newspaper and the movie crowd life 
with conflicting thoughts, and mothers 
find it immensely more difficult to 
direct their children’s tastes and in- 
terests toward those eninge that lead 
to character, 

This task always has been and al- 
ways will be the most rewarding in 
life in spite of its difficulties, but can 
we not see to it that more is done to 
help all the causes that put into the 
hands of the modern young woman 
the equipment for her task? Play- 
grounds, kindergartens,’ child welfare 
and the various health movements, all 
are of great benefit, but nothing has 
more value than the things that add 
to a young woman’s own physical, 
mental and spiritual equipment. ~ 

It is a curious anomaly. that with the 
enormous wealth in this country , the 
causes of women’s education and train- 
ing have to struggle under a very 
heavy. financial handicap. Women 
themselves are rarely producers of 
money and they seldom have access to 
its source. Perhaps they are _ timid 
about asking for it, but at this season 
of the year every day announcement is 
made.-of so; large gift to men’s edu- 
cation, whereas the gifts to women's 
colleges are very small in comparison. 
The Y. W. C. A. of the City of New 
York,.in spite of good work done with’ 
remarkable ability and efficiency, was 
unable last year to secure its budget 
difference and had to cut its work for 
the current year by some $20,000. The 
City Y. W. C. A. in Washington, where 
Mrs. Coolidge a few weeks ago laid the,

Roles of Delegates Are Taken by 
’ Citizens® Who ‘Depict ‘Stirring 
~~ Ingidents’ of Those Days.

WHITE PLAINS, N.’Y., July 9.— 
The’ 150th birthday of the State of 
New York was celebrated here this 
afternoon and evening by a pageant 
depicting the scenes attendant upon 
the meeting. on July 9, 1776, in the old 
court house in ‘White Plains, when the 
Provincial Congress of the Colony of 
New York broke away. from the Brit- 
ish Crown, ratified the Declaration of 
Independence and swore allegiance to 

the. United States of America. - 
The pageant was produced under the 
auspices of the University of the State 


County Historical Society. in the 

ory, on the site of the old court 
ouse, which was burned to keep it 
from falling into the hands of the 
British. 

Residents of White Plains enacted 
the part of the delegates from the 
various counties of the Colony of New 
York, as it was in 1776, special cos- 
tumes having been“made for the oc- 
casion. Dixon Ryan Fox of Scarsdale, 
Vice President of the Westchester 
County Historical, Society, presided at 
the two presentations, and Dr. Alex- 
ander C. Flick gave'a synopsis. of the 
events which led to the calling of the 
Congress here. 

Among .those taking in the 
pageant were State Senator Walter W. 
Westall, as Colonel Robert Van Rens- 
sélaer; Charles C. Fenno, as Major 
Alexander Webster of Charlotte 
County; Harry Mercer, as John. Ses- 
sions of Cumberland County; Frank B. 
Clarke, as Zephaniah Platt of Dutch- 
ess; k J. Lamb, as Anthony Rut- 
gers of New. York County; Dr, William 
Carroll, as Colonel Wildam Ellinsion 
of Orange; Floyd 8S. Coles, as Cornelius 
Van Wyck of Queens; John A. Greer, 
as Matthias Burnett Miller of Suffolk; 
Thomas F. Watkins, as General Na- 
thaniel Woodhull of Suffolk; F. G. 
Smith, as John Moore of T 
County; Ivan Flood, as the Rev. Icha- 
bod ~Lewis of Westchester, and 
Humphrey J. Lynch, as John McKes- 
son\of Westchester. 

A facsimile of the hand-bill author- 
ized by the Congress, containing its 
resolutions and a copy of the Declara- 
tion of Independence, was on the pro- 
gram of the pageant. There is only 
one copy of this handbill in existence, 
so far as own, Dr. Flick explained, 
and that is nowv in the possession of a 
resident of California. It shows Gen- 
eral Nathaniel Woodhull of Suffolk 
County as President of the convention, 
‘and, although delegates from Ulster, 
Kings and Gloucester. were not pres- 
ent, they fater endorsed the proceed- 
ings.~ 

The’ incident of Benjamin Smith, a 
Quaker from Rye, enacted by Forest 
Lunt, refusing to take the oath of 
Secretary and -heing invited to leave 
the Congress by Général Woodhull, at- 
tracted considerable attention as it. was 
an occurrence not generally known. 

Several descendants of members of 
the Provincial Congress were honor 
guests at the pageant tonight.

TOWN MUST TRANSPORT 
CHILDREN TO SCHOOL 


Court Holds Education Head Was 
Right in Enforcing Action 
at Brookhaven.

ALBANY, July 9.—Judge Chester B. 
McLaughlin of the Court of Appeals, 
in an opinion handed down today, held 
that the State Commissioner of Educa- 
tion was within. his’ rights when he 
directed the. Board of Education of 
Union Free School, :District 2, of the 
Town of Brookhaven, Suffolk County, 
to provide’ transportation for young 
children to take them to and from 
school. / - 

The Board of Education had neg- 
lected to provide transportation and 
Commissioner Frank P. Graves 
directed the board to provide, by the 
levy of a tax, funds for the trans- 
portation of children of school age liv- 
ing so remote from the: school build- 
ing that they could not otherwise at- 
tend school. 

The order of Commissioner Graves 
was made on March 21,:1924, after he 
had* made an. investigation of com- 
plaints of parerits. The board, instead 
of obeying the order, called a meeting 
of the voters of the district and the 
proposition was voted down. 

Judge McLaughlin's: opinion. was as 
follows: 

“This view, it seems to me, its 
erroneous when the provisions of the 
Constitution relating to the common 
schools of the State and the provisions 
of the education law are considered. 
The education law permits the forma- 
tion of small school districts into a 
union free school district, and.once the 
formation has taken place the Board 
of Education is given broad powers to 
the end that all of the: children of 
the district may be educated, 

“Tf a Board of Education is derelict 
in its duty in this respect, or refuses 
or neglects to carry out the object for 
which the district has been formed, 
the Commissioner, under the education 
law, is clothed with power to compe! 
action. 

“After a very careful consideration 
of the education law, having in view 
the purpose sought to be accomplished 
by it, I am clearly of the opinion that 
the Commissioner had jurisdiction — 
the subject-matter and power to 
the orders in question."’.

SCHIEFFELIN IS UPHELD 
BY COURT OF APPEALS 


Wins . Action: to Stop Salary of 
‘O’Brien, Superintendent of City 
Police Building.

ALBANY, N. Y., July 9.—William Jay 
Schieffelin’s action against Thomas E. 
O’Brien, Superintendent »of Buildings 
of the New York Police. Department, 
and others to prevent payment of sal- 
ary to O'Brien, which action Mr. 
Schieffelin lost in the lower courts, 
was reversed by the Court of Appeals 
today. The contention of Mr. Schief- 
felin, through his attorney, Leonard

Judge ‘Benjamin N: Cardozo wrote 
the court’s opinion, in which he 
pointed out that in 1895 a Bureau of 
Repairs and Supplies had -been estab- 
lished and that O’Brien had been in 
charge practically ever since. The 
Legislature to make his tenure more 
secure, enacted Chapter 624 in 1923, 
which changed the title of the office 
and fixed the salary at $5,000. O’Brien

Mr. Wallstein insisted that the effect 
of the law of 1923 was to create a 
new office, but the defendants argued 
that it was merely to give legislative 
approval of a pre-existing practice. 

“‘We cannot read the statute,”’ Judge 
Cardozo wrote, ‘‘as accomplishing any- 
thing less than the creation of an 
office. .Its opening sentence informs 
us that this is the effect intended. The 
office being thus created, the incum- 
bent is protected in his enjoyment of it 
by the provision that he shall not be 
removed or dismissed, except in the 
same manner as other members of the 
force. _We cannot reconcile a tenure 
thus secured with the tenure of one 
who holds by virtue of a revocable 
assignment."’ 


APPEALS THE GOFF CASE. 


E.. Paul Yaselli Takes Charges 
Against Senator to Supreme Court. 
WASHINGTON, July 9 (4).—Charges 
of malicious prosecution at the hands 
of Guy D. Goff, now a Senator from 
West Virginia, e revived in a Su- 
preme Court péfition today by E. Paul 
‘Yaselli, a New York shipping man. 
When the charge was brought in the 
Federal courts in New York they dis- 
missed it. ‘ 

The controversy had its “inception 
some years ago when Goff was coun- 
sel for the Government’s Emergency 
Fleet Corporation. Yaselli asserted in 
his petition that after his company, the 
Italian Star Line, had purchased a ship 
from. the United States, Goff threat- 
ened to send him to jail unless he con- 
sented to his company being placed in 
the hands of a receiver. He refused 
and was indicted.on a charge of de- 
frauding the Shipping Board, but was 
acquitted. 

To get the indictment, Yaselli said, 
Goff “‘fraudulently’’ obtained appoint- 
ment under Attorney General Daugh- 
erty as a Special Assistant. He also 
accused Goff of subornation of perjury 
and contended that immunity should 
not shield a prosecuting officer ‘‘who

Dr. Harris said good progress was 
being made in the poultry graft inves- 
tigation. He said he had received un- 
expected assistance in the case he is 
building up against an unnamed at- 
torney he has charged with having col- 
lected tribute from poultry dealers for 
years. This assistance, the Commis- 
sioner said, was in the form of can- 
celed checks and check stubs. One 
check, Dr..

Darwin R. James Is ‘Elected

States Public 
Health Service, returned yesterday on 
the’ Cunarder Berengaria from Paris, 
where he has been attending the In- 
ternational Sanitary Conference, at 
which delegates from sixty-three 
nations were present, : 

“One resolution that was adopted,” 
said Dr. Cumming, ‘‘was that the in- 
ternational sanitary laws should be un- 
der control of the International Com- 
mittee, and not’ under the League of 
Nations at Geneva.

“The conference, after some discus- 
sion, agreed that the nations should 
determine on their own information 
whether or not quarantine measures 
are to be invoked. 

“The International Sanitary Confer- 
ence also recognized the necessity for 
fumigation every six months’ of rat · 
infested ships and recognition of quar- 
antine against typhus and also against 
smallipox.™ — 

About the enforcement of the medi- 
cal inspection of ships’ crews enter- 
ing the port of New York, which had 
been enforced during the two months 
he was abroad, Dr. Cumming said: 
“T intend to go thoroughly into the 
matter with the Secretary ot Labor 
and also come to New York to board 
some of the big liners and watch 
the examination. From my personal 
knowledge, the crews of the regular 
passenger ships are a good class. of

*The Count, while a young man at- 
tached to the French Consular Service 
in the Far East; became attracted by 
the mysteries of the unknown parts of 
China, so he organized an expedition 
in June, 1904, to explore Thibet and 
Mongolia. oat 
Mabel Bailey, a pretty young Ameri- 
¢an, said to be the daughter of a Chi- 
eago railroad official, was employed at 
the time‘in missionary ‘work in China. 
Hearing of the Count’s expedition, she 
conceived’ a plan to join it; disguised 
herself..in mens clothes and obtained 
‘employment among the camp person- 
nel, i 
She was soon discovered, but pleaded 
eloquently to be allowed to continue 
the journey. It was impossible to al- 


provide an escort, so the Count gave 
way. 

Married by Missionary. 

A friendship sprang. up, between the 
young: people which -soon developed 
into a lover’s romance, and when the 
caravan encountered two Belgian mis- 
sionaries, the couple went through the 
wedding ceremony at Chabernoov. 

After two years of wandering in dis- 
tricts, many of which were never vis- 
ited by a white man, the Count brought 
his young wife home to France and in- 
troduced her to his family. The har- 


mony which reigned between the cou- 
ple in ‘the desert, however, seemed 
soon to come to an end -under the 
changed conditions. After a little while 
Count de Lesdain abandoned his wife, 
who went to reside in London with her 
little daughter, Pauline, while he pur- 
sued his adventurous career in many 
parts of the world as explorer, author 
and journalist. ; ° 

Some time before the war de Lesdain 
brought legal action in the French 
courts, asking that the marriage be 
annulled, while his wife brought a 
counter-action defending her own 
rights to her title and the little giri’s 
claim to her father’s name. 

On the appeal yesterday by thé wife 

t a previous decision, the Count 
contended that, according to French 
law, a Frenchman marrying. abroad 
must have. the ceremony performed 
either by a French diplomatic agent or 
according to the custom of the country 
in which he is at the time. 

Neither .of these conditions was ful- 
filled. The Belgian missionary was not 
a diplomatic agent of France. The 
Mongolian custom governing marriage 
consists in either getting a wife by 
capture or buying her from her family. 
In the first Mongolian method the two 
are seated on horses. The man rides 
up at breakneck speed, tears the girl 
from her horse. and gallops off tri- 
umphantly, while the villagers applaud. 

Accepted by His Family. 

When a bride is purchased ten ewe 
lambs are paid for a maiden and twen- 
ty for a young widow. The Count 
eould not very well send ewe lambs 
to America to Miss Bailey’s parents, 
and horses were not available, as the 
caravan employed camels. 

The Countess contended that while 
the conditions of French law:had not 
been fulfilled at the time, which wag 
impossible, the wedding ceremony was 
carried out in perfect good faith by 
both parties. Furthermore, the Count 
had the marriage certificate given 
them by the missionary regist ein 
Peking in the official register at his 
entered in the official register at his 
home in the north of France, 

Hig family, she said, had accepted 
her as his wife, while the Count him- 
self, in his book on Mongolia and 
Thibet, repeatediy refers to her as his 
wife, and publishes a photograph 
bearing the inscription “Count and 
Countess de Lesdain.”’ 

The Court, while declaring the mar- 
riage void, admitted the circumstance 
of good faith. Miss Bailey had been 
persuaded of its validity, whfle the 
Count for years had treated her as 
his. legitimate wife. Therefore the 
Court held the marriage was ‘‘puta- 
tive,” Miss Bailey and her daughter 
enjoying its civil consequences. ‘While 
the union ig null in law it thus is valid 
in equity.

ALIEN WINS QUOTA FIGHT. 


Native of Russia, After Two Years 
of Litigation, May Remain Here. 
A decision of the Circuit Court of 

Appeals, filed yesterday, says that 
Enoch Kozak,.a native of Minsk, 
Russia, may remain in this country 
notwithstanding that when he arrived 
here in March, 1924, the immigration 
quota for Russia had been exhausted. 
In court proceedings lasting two years, 
Buchler and Richman, counsel for 
Kozak, contended that while Kozak 
was born in Russia, he had lived 
more than five years in Buenos Aires, 
and that this made him 
eligible to enter under the quota al- 
lowed that country, which had not been 
exhausted. 

After a Board of Special Inquiry at 
Ellis Island excluded the applicant, a 
writ of habeas corpus was obtained 
by his counsel and. was sustained by 
Federal Judge Learned Hand. 

The Government appealed, and Fed- 
eral Judge Winslow ruled that Kozak 
was not entitled to enter this country. 
The decision of the Circuit Court 
leaves Kozak free to remain. He has 
taken out his first citizenship papers 
and is employed by'an uncle, a man- 
ufacturer of shoes and slippers.

Commissioner Kennedy found a vio- 
lation of the classification law in the 
women’s quarters, where one witness 
was held with female prisoners; and 
in the male ‘section two minors were 
not properly segregated from other 
prisoners. 

The commisgion urged the County 
Board of Supervisors to proceed as 
soon as possible with the selection of 
a new site for a jail, providing, among 
other things, an adequate jail for wo- 
men. ,Meantime, the réport-said, ‘‘the 
Sheriff. should refuse to. receive any 
women police prisoners from the City 
of White Plains, where women’s quar- 
ters are available.” 

At the Jefferson Market prison the 
commission urged modification of pres- 
ent rules to permit social workers to 
enter the prison other than through 
the main street entrance, and praised 
the Florence Crittenton League for 
its ‘“‘great helpfulness” to the city in 
the handling of unfortunate and way- 
ward girls. Figures on arraignments 
of women held in the prison for wo- 
men’s day court showed 2,597 in 1925, 
2,950 in 1924 and 3,066 in 1923. 


Urge New Buildings at New Hampton

conditions at New Hampton, which is
